‘Affair contains “no. mention of him, and the 
appointment of General Cern 8s Commander of 
the First Special Red Banner Far Bastern Army, 
{s'suficient indication that the Marshal has 
been pushed into abeyance, if not something 
even ‘worse, ‘The ‘manner’ in which leading 
figures" inthe Soviet army have disappeared 
during the past few years justifes the opinion 
that military: leaders wil always be regarded 
with suspicion bythe Kremlin. There is. the 
danger that the personal qualities of the com- 
‘manders may endear them to the men, and thai 
‘with such support they may be able to threaten 
the Government. ‘Marshal Voroshilof has up to 
the present managed to avert the sinister 
suspicions of "Moscow, and. it. was thought 
Marshat Bivecher would similerly succeed. For 
fome time, however, it has been apparent that 
his position has been insecure, and the fact that 
hhe has been, removed ‘will surprise few who 
pay any particular interest to Russian affairs 
His omlsston rom the Honours lst is sufficient 
Indication of hie being in disfavour and of the 
fact thai Moscow. considered itsel powerful 
enough £0 far as he was concerned completely 
fo ignore whatever. merit his performance at 
Changleufeng showed. What wilt happen to him 
how will remain a. matter of speculation until 
his fate is known, but if he follows so.many’ of 
his brother ofcers into. the shadows. of ‘com- 
‘muniatic liquidation it will cause no very. great 
furprise, “A military career in Russia is not to 
te "recommended.

Chinese Labour Corps 


Like the thinning ranks of the Boys of the 
Old Brigade, where are the members of the 
Chinese Labour Corps who went to France for 
service with the Allies and were afterwards 
repdtriated? Many years have elapsed since 
the corps was dispersed, and the approach of 
the 20th anniversary of’ Armistice Day brings 
‘the question to mind among cynical and other 
reflections on the condition of the world 
politic and the tortuous course of peace. A 
Jarge number of these Chinese must 
have returned to the farms and country 
areas where they were recruited and vanished 
‘from the public notice. The inexorable reaper 
‘has taken a toll of many more and a few are 
still to be encountered in Shanghai and other 
cities employed as police and watchmen and 
proudly displaying their ribbons. One burly 
‘specimen on The Bund controls with martial 
hand the building he guards and observes 
‘Armistice Day as sincerely as the. British ex- 
soldiers who assemble at their club in the 


building, But throughout the immensity of 
China others are occasionally met in different 
circumstances, and not the least unusual—in 
the Chinese army. In the civil wars involving 
Shanghai before the Nationalist occupation in 
1927 many ex-Labour Corps men were found 
in the armies of the warring governors and 
carried their decorations with them to show 
anybody curious enough to inquire into thelr 
private histories. Apparently, the flair for army 
life has not altogether lost its appeal for Mrs. 
E. G, Byrne, the Hankow resident whose excit- 
ing account ‘of her overland trip from Hankow 
through the war zone is being published in this 
journal, found one on her trip when the train 
Passengers and soldiers alike took shelter in 
the flelds to cseape from Japanese bombing 
airmen: A piece of chocolate, that, Great War 
‘open sesame to friendships ‘and "confidences, 
Ted "to conversation with a veteran who had 
served with the corps in France and also in 
the Shanghai police, With bombs . dropping 
faround the Canton-Hankow railway irack, this 
connection with another war was established 
before the train continued to Canton and safety. 








Hard Cash 


Once upon a time reference to a man with 
gold jingling in his pocket meant that he was 
‘2 man of substance because he Possessed some- 
thing tangible in metallic’ value which could 
‘de Used in international exchange. Nowadays, 
there are no gold coins in circulation owing to the 
stringent requirements of international finan- 
cial and economic conditions. Some countries 
still possess silver coing which are chiefly of 
token value ond do not represent any specie 
value, Some countries, like China, do not 
even silver coins in circulation, preferring a 
currency system in paper and nickel or other 
‘metal ‘theoretically redeemable at a central 
bank but only in terms of other currencies 
‘which quote gold but refuse to produce it on 
demand and this metal Is becoming sorare that 
during a lifetime the only occasion anybody 
sees It Is on marriage or the presentation of 
‘a watch. It Js reported now that Japan has 
decided to withdraw copper coins from circula~ 
tion and will replace this subsidiary currency 
with disks of aluminium, ‘This will mean that 
the’ country will recover 10,000 tons of copper 
nevessary for national needs, probably for war 
supplies, and therefore even the humblest 
coinage ‘has started on the rond to extinction 
Gictated by emergencies. Conversion of metal- 
Ue currency is nothing new. It was suggested 
‘at the time China decided on a nickel currency 
that this was a subterfuge, adopted by other 
countries, to lay in a” supply of nickel which 
could be uséd in war-time for ammunition 
purposes but this has not happened. With 
‘everything worth while in public estimation 
disappearing there 4s one consolation. Cowrie 
shells and other perfectly unwarlike tokens are 
still available, but just as gold is swallowed 
‘up fot personal ornaments, bowing to fashion 
dictates they may start using thom as articles 
of female adornment in the return to those 
[primitive conditions whieh seem tobe charac- 
terising other phases Of this world's ethnic 
‘existence. 























Egg Monopoly 


An example of the manner in which the 
Japanese in north China are establishing 
monopolies designed to interfere with the 
trade of third party nationals comes from 
Shantung, where the lntest reports indicate 
that a movement is afoot to monopolize the 
egg industry. A meeting was held some days 
Jago in Tsinan under the auspices of the Poultry 
& Produce’ Bureau, when ways and means of 
improving the egg business were discussed, An 
‘association of egg merchants was formed, and 
it was decided that no business could be 
transacted outside the egg exchange, Re- 
presentatives of the egg merchants and Govern: 
ment officials are to be appointed as appraisers 
to decide upon the market price of eggs. No 
foreigners will be allowed to join the egg 
merchants assotiation, and Chinese who do not 
{join at its inception will not be allowed to, do 
[so afterwards. Japanese spokesmen at ‘the 
meeting explained how banking facilities, 
‘would be arranged to facilitate handling the 
Dusiness, and it Is to be assumed that this-will 
be done through a Japanese bank. It is not 
clear whether the Japanese intend going into 
the egg export business on their own account: 
it is unlikely that they will, at any rate for 
{the time being, for it is a market with which 
they are not familiar, and the conclusion to be 
[drawn from the scheme is that, by the establish- 
ment of this egg exchange and association, a 
means will be secured of squeezing much 
[profit from the sale of eggs to the foreign ex- 
porters. The scheme apparently will follow 
‘the general lines of setting up media through 
which alone foreign exporters of China pro 
[duce will be able to fll their requirements at 
prices which will be completely under 
Japanese control, and the old form of competi- 
tion will thus bo eliminated. ‘There is, con 
sequently no guarantee that the egg producing 
farmeys will receive the full value 
for their produce or that the foreign 
exporter will be able to buy at prices satis 
factory to matket conditions abroad. Clearly 
this is another instance of the disregard of 
Japanese assurances of respect for foreign in-

in the Generalissimo and thereby averted his resignation. The 
‘Communist Party, allied with the Kuomintang in the war against 
Japan, also was said to have heartily endorsed the Generalissimo 
‘and his programme for continued resistance. The Communists 
earlier had threatened to break with the Kuomintang armies unless

‘The Chi- 
nese people are in fact more deter-| 
mined than ever to resist to the very| 
utmost, ‘They will continue 
struggle until Japan makes an effer| 
of equitable. peace.” 

‘Asked whether the regrouping, 
which has occurred within the Chi- 
hese Government meant that the Ieft- 
wing elements were gaining ascend- 
ency, the Chinese “Foreign. Minister| 
was most emphatic in his denial and 
‘equally so in claiming that all parties 
had sunk thelr differences and were| 
united in their determination to servo| 
‘tho national cause, 

Dr. Wang then ‘touched upon the| 
question of Sino-Russian ‘relations. 
“China,” he insisted, “has in this war 
only one enemy: Japan. She has no 
difference with the western powers. 
Her precarious position, however, 
compels her to accept every hand 
stretched out in friendship. For that 
sake there is absolutely no reason for 
seeing a swing to the left in accept- 
ance of Soviet assistance,” 

‘The second meeting of the People 
Political Council, Dr. Wang sald in 
conclusion, would ‘take place in 
Chungking on Friday next.”

It has been rightly said by one 
observer ‘that the disappearance of tension 
between the Four Powers, and the restoration 
of amity are the best safeguards of peace the 
world can possibly expect. General under- 
standing founded upon complete sympathy 
will do more to prevent war than all the| 
combinations secking to effect balance of 
power can ever hope to do. ‘That policy failed 
to prevent the Great War: there is no reason 
to believe that it would be any more 
efficacious in averting hostilities in the future, 
but there is very much ground for believing 
that the adoption of the lines laid down by 
Mr. Chamberlain may lead to that better’ 
understanding without which Europe must! 
remain under the nightmare it has suffered 
during these last few years. No one for one. 
‘moment will suggest that peace at any price 
has anything to commend it, Nor is there 
anything to be said for the doctrine of war 
fat all costs, but along the via media may be 
found a path leading to that peace without 
which civilization must collapse. 











U.S. AND JAPAN 
Oct. 29. 

It has now transpired that the United| 
States has formally demanded, in a Note 
presented to Prince Konoye, ' the Japan- 
ese Prime Minister and concurrently Foreign 
Minister, the cessation of all Japanese 
Giserimination against the trade "of the 
United States with China, The list of com-| 
plaints against Japan contained in the Note 
is not so long as it might be, though the 
manner of their generalization covers more 
than would at first appear. Reports from the| 
north for months past have dwelt upon the| 
manner in which the Japanese authorities 
are planning to bring about a condition in 
which they will have monopolistic control 
of China’s commerce. It is to be expected| 
that, a8 opportunity ‘offers, the same plans; 
will’ be extended elsewhere and there are 
already, signs that the process will be fol- 
lowed in Central China, and, it is to be 
expected, ultimately in the south, By the 
establishment of exchange control, the crea-| 
tion of monopolies, the prohibition of certain 
exports, and general discrimination against 
non-Japanese traders, the Japanese are seck- 
ing to wrest some immediate returns from 
thelr ‘military adventure, and establish the| 
machinery through which it will eventually 
be paid for. And it is being done with 
complete disregard either of the rights. of 
foreign neutrals in this country, or of the 
promises which Japan has so frequently made 
through her State officials. One of the 
prineipal rights of foreigners in China is that 
of being able to trade freely with equality 
of opportuinity. ‘The maintenance of the 
Open Door is something to which Japan is 
completely committed without any ‘reserva 
tion ‘whatsoever, but despite that commit-| 
ment it is apparent that she is engaged in 
courses which the history of Manchouluo 
during the past seven years has taught the 
world to expect. ‘The “American Note asks! 
Japan to implement ‘the assurances which 
have already been given with regard to the 
maintenance of the Open Door and non-in- 
{evference with American rights by under- 
taking certain measures which are detailed. 

‘Those measures if taken by Japan would 
mean riothing less than a complete stoppage| 
of ‘the present polley and the, restoration of| 
former conditions under whieh all nations 
tading with China were on the same footing. 
‘Phe Note in effect requires the abandonment 
by Japan of present policies and a return to| 
Practices more incongruity with her pre-| 
hostilities’ undertakings and her more recent 
promises, Despite the fact that the Note was| 
Presented so long ago as October 6, there 














has been up to the present no announcement 
‘of the receipt of the Japanese reply. It is| 
obvious that the rendering of an answer 
satisfactory to the United States must be a] 
matter of some difficulty. The establishment, 
‘of monopolies in favour of the big Japanese 
interests cannot be excused on the ground 
of military necessity, and if any such 
attempt is made, it will most certainly be 
disbelieved. ‘The’ denial of harbour facilities 
tat Tsingtao to all but Japanese shipping can 
falso be excused for no such reason, and it 
is clear that this often repeated excuse is| 
being used for the purpose of”permitting| 
Japanese traders to establish themselves in| 
such a position that when China is again| 
‘open to trade it will be possible to permit) 
other foreigners to trade with perfect freedom | 
‘and equality in goods which have already 
been cornered by the Japanese. They arc 
in fact not only ensuring contro! of supplies 
‘which they badly need themselves but are 
establishing themselves in the position of 
middlemen who alone will be able to sell 
the surplus abroad. There is another aspect! 
of the whole matter which will undoubtedly 
appeal {o sentiment in the United States. ‘The: 
formation of these monopolies which are 
‘subject of complaint places an equal strangle~ 
hold upon the Chinese themselves. They will 
obtain for their produce only what the mono- 
polies care to pay, and the result is that they 
‘will suffer from ‘the absence of that com- 
petition which alone assures the producer 
adequate recompense for his labour. The 
whole scheme is one of downright exploita- 
tion on an enormous scale, 

‘The United States Government is not with- 
out means of bringing very considerable 
pressure to bear upon Japan in the event of 
failure to bring about a satisfactory change in 
the situation. Retaliation against Japanese 
trade may very well prove a particularly 
effective weapon, for any limitation of Jap- 
anese trade with the United States would 
prove a most serious blow to the economic 
condition of the country. ‘That is a considera 
jon which has not escaped the notice of 
other countries also suffering from the Jap- 
‘anese commercial policy in China, and it will 
bbe as well for Tokyo to remember that though 
it may secure to itself all the supplies which 
China produces, inability to process most of 
it for export abroad means the deprivation 
of that income so necessary to Japan. Goods 
Jawhich Japan would be unable to dispose of 
would not be assets, but possibly serious 
abilities. Japanese export trade depends to 
‘a very great extent upon the goodwill of those 
‘countries with which she does business, and 
it cannot be believed for one moment that 
the Japanese are blind to the fact that a con- 
{inuance of present policies. will do anything 
but destroy it. ‘There should be no doubt. 
about it that discrimination is a dangerous 
‘weapon for when employed it invites just that 
same type of retaliation, and in this instance 
‘a retaliation which will be more effective 
against Japan than it could ever be against 
the United States. Naturally the Japanese 
reply will be awaited with great interest, for 
upon it much may depend. Wisdom would | 
suggest that the best reply would be to fall 
in with the American demands, though re- 
cently stimulated enthusiasms may serve to 
prevent what would be indeed a pleasurable 
issue out of the present distressing situation. 

















A CALL FOR UNITY 
Oct. 31. 

Certain events during the past week with| 
regard to the Sino-Japanese hostilities are 
jof singular importance to foreigners in the 
Far East. The first was the publication of| 
the very stiff note from the government of! 
‘the United States to Japan on the subject of 
‘the infringement of American rights in 
‘China, the second was the message of the 
Shanghai American Chamber of Commerce 
to Washington supporting the step which had 
been taken, and the third was the meeting, 
on Saturday of representatives of the 
American and British Chambers of Commerce 
together with British and American trade 
officials as well as the Australian and Cana- 
dian Trade Commissions. Of the first two, 
‘because the purport of the Note and the 
message is mown, it may be said that what 
has been done is'wholly admirable. Wash- 
ington has spoken in no uncertain tones, 
while the cordial message of support from 
‘Shanghai—including as it does a communica- 
tion of sincere approbation from the men on the 
‘spot,—not only indiéates a complete realiza- 
tion of present trends in Japanese policy in 
China but also of the necessity of 
doing everything possible to counteract 
‘ihe cnormous amount of damage which 
is being done to American interests. Even. 
more praiseworthy from a local point of 
view was Saturday's meeting. Nothing has 
been divulged as to the nature of the dis- 
cussions which took place at this Anglo- 
American meeting of trade representa- 
tives, but it, is justifable to surmise! 
in ‘the circumstances that they centred. 
upon the common problem which had 
been presented to them by Japanese action, 
and the necessity for British and American, 
/business in China to co-operate in facing the 
menace with which they are threatened. It 
is an open secret that groups of the American| 
jand British communities have been col- 
Taborating for some time past in various 





| moves calculated to bring home to their re- 
pective governments and to the various 
trade and other bodies in both countries the 
rapid accumulation of developments adverse 
to their present position and future outlook 
in China, ‘The meeting on Saturday is signi- 
ficant as making it quite public that the 
commonalty of interest is fully understood, 
Snd that there is in existence every intention 
{fo do everything possible for their protection. 

‘This journal has consistently referred to 
the various schemes developed by the Japan- 
‘ese designed to create monopolies of trade, 
‘and effect discrimination to the detriment of 
foreigners whose rights to carry on business 
in China are duly established by treaty. It 
has demonstrated how these plans for the 
bare-faced exploitation of China, at the ex- 
pense of everyone except Japan, is the real’ 
raison d’étre of these present hostilities. At 
all times has it realized that the China trader’ 
has been fully alive to the dangers which 
face him, and that great efforts were being’ 
made to secure whatever protection: is’ 
available. There is in this no criticism in- 
fended of the various consular services 
involved. In all fairness to them, it must 
be admitted that they have worked most! 
[strenuously in the interests of their nationals, 
at a time when the problems they ordinarily 
have to face have been multiplied, and there 
will be few indeed who will not have a 
word of praise for what they have been doing. 
‘They will undoubtedly find their hands con- 
siderably strengthened by knowledge of the 
fact that the American and British trading 
Jcommunities are prepared to cooperate in 
furthering their endeavours, and it may with 
every truth be said that in the combination 
which is thus being effected are the best] 
hhopes of the matter being successfully dealt | 
with, The difficulties, with which the 
‘American and British trader are confronted in 
‘existing conditions, are the same with regard 
to every other country trading with China, 
with the exception of the Japanese them- 
selves. Even those countries, which are pro- 
mised rewards for a governmental com- 
placency, regardless of the needs of their 
ationals trading here, are in fact just as 
much involved, and certainly to an extent 
which will not be compensated for by the’ 
crumbs which It is proposed to spare from 
the rich men’s table. Those nationals cannot 
bbe expected to cooperate, but those who do 
will understand that they are fighting every- 
‘one’s battle, 

It Is unnecessary to detail at this time the 
immensity of the interests of foreigners trad- 
ing in China, or even those of the Americans 
and British. It is sufficient to point out that 
their annual trade with this country in the 
last complete year before the outbreak, 1936, 
‘was for the United States C$378,000,000, and 
for tho British Empire, something over C$371, 
000,000, These latter figures are an un- 
derestimation as they only include Great 
Britain, India, Hongkong and Malaya, When 
to these is added the trade of other third 
party neutrals—and excluding for the moment 
‘all capital investments in China—it is ap- 
parent that the interests which are threatened 
by the present Japanese schemes represent no 
mean figure—indeed of a total trade of 
C$1,650,000,000 the foreign trade attacked is 
well over C$1,000,000,000 per annum. That, 
and again not forgetting the very large 
‘amount of capital investment, is most cer- 
tainly worth while saving, and expression of 
‘the intention to co-operate in its protection 
to be found in this joint meeting of Saturday 
is a most encouraging sign of the necessary 
(determination. ‘This is not the time to discuss 
the means by which such interests can be 
protected. That they can be, that none of 
the foreign nations involved are entirely 
powerless to resist the very apparent 
‘encroachments which are taking place must 
be apparent to everyone, and, if other coun- 
tries similarly affected decide upon parallel 
‘or common action, the opposition which can 
be offered to the Japanese is as powerful as 
it is real. The American Government has 
shown the most praiseworthy determination 
in the Note sent to Japan. The American 
‘Chamber of Commerce has backed its gov- 
ernment in the clearest possible manner. 
British conversations in Tokyo on the subject 
of the infringement of British rights have not 
been productive of much good, but if the 
two governments do present either a deter- 
mined common front, which would be pre- 
ferable, or equally determined parallel action, 
it may not be too late to restore the status 
quo, or at least prevent any more damage 
being done.

On Critics 

The very amusing endeavour by Ms, Hexny 
‘Francis Panxs to establish the qualifications of 
‘a musical critic has received the only possible 
reply from a correspondent in today's issue. 
‘Mx. Panxs really bases his argument on that 
deplorable dictum of Disraeli “the critics are| 
the men who have failed in literature and art,” 
‘and yet it is plain that such figures as Aristotle, 
Danie, Dryden, Joshua Reynolds, Sainte-Beuve 
‘and Matthew Arnold are not thus lightly to be 
set aside by any such savage generalization. It 
is true that Ruskin was a capable artist with 
pencil and etching needle, but that would not 
‘qualify him to write on art in the way he did if 
‘Mr. Panxs's arguments or Disraeli's saying is 
to be accepted. And yet his writings on painting, 
‘attacked as they were at the time of pub- 
Meation by the critics and coolly received by the 
painters, are still accepted as authoritative as far 
as they go. The art of criticism does not consist 
of endeavours to discover what is blameworthy, 
though that meaning has been commonly 
cepted by a humanity which quickly forgets 
praise and resents blame. There is indeed a 
very real function in criticism. If the spirit of 
“play-the-game-you-cad” to which — today's 
correspondent refers, really controlled the 
functions of a critic, inestimable harm would be 
done the artistic world. ‘To make allowances 
simply because a composer or executant is doing 
his best—a fact which may be taken for granted 
it he is indeed worthy of his salt—and refrain 
from pointing out defects in his work, would be 
to refrain from a process tending greatly towards 
improvement. A painter can be too close to 
his canvas to perceive its faults, a writer or a 
‘composer too parentally inclined towards his 
brain child to realize its defects, and yet a man 
without creative ability may very well be so 
steeped in the knowledge of an art as to be 
an authority upon it, and pointing out a fault, 
indicate the way to amend ‘it. 
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Opening the Yangtze 

Jn view of the departure for Hankow of the 
‘Arst party of Japanese offcials and civilians to 
resume residence in the Japanese Concession 
[which was abandoned last year, the Japanese 
‘authorities can no longer logically or reason 
ably delay the re-opening of the Yangtze to 
trade by third party nationals. It is reported 
that the steamer Daishin Maru has lett Shang- 
/hai with 180 Japanese who will form the plon- 
jeer basis of the Japanese mercantile and eivil- 
jan population of Hankow, and with this area 
now in complete military occupation it is only 
natural that more Japanese will return and an 
attempt made to restore conditions existing 
before the hostilities. tn addition to Consular 
officials— a Consul-General having already 
been appointed—civilians include members. of 
business firms and shipping agents, indicating 
that trade will be resumed and that a state of 
normality has been created. In this case, the 
Jdimeulties frequently quoted by the Japaneso 
fauthoritles as obstacles to permitting — third 
party nationals to operate steamship services 
fand engage in trading activities are presumed 
to have disappeared and the re-opening ot the 
Yangtze isan early expectation. During the 
Japanese drive up the Yangtze, the existence 
‘of booms and floating mines were navigation 
Gimeulties and the course of military opera- 
tions naturally made use of the river highly 
dangerous, but if the situation has, improved

Retugees in Misery

the most part cowering under soak- 
ing straw mats.

During this conversation, standing 
in the drizaling rain, the’ Japanese 
‘officer. in command of the marines 
gave his assurances that the Jac- 
euinot Zone would be respected. 

‘The marines then approached’ the 
Ttallan sailors guarding the ex-Ger- 
man Concession and informed them 
that it would be unwise for foreigners 
to enter the Japanese concession for 
the present. 

A Night of Fires 

‘Throughout last night the crackle

Refugees Throng Street of Safety Zone Under 
Drizzling Rain ; Ghastly Scenes of Slaughter 


Hankow, Oct. 26. 


[WE two hundred and fifty odd Britons and the 750 other for- 
eigners in Hankow are all reported to be safe inside the 
Special Administrative Districts, where, complete calm reigns. 
fires which raged throughout the night are beginning to die down, 
though occasional explosions in the native quarters of the Wuhan. 
[Cities could be heard this: morning. 

Hitherto only one building has been blown up in the Special 
Administrative Districts, British naval 
temoved explosives from all other buildings adjacent to British 
property, including the Yokohama Specie Bank.

Ton casualties—civilions caught in 
the explosion—were littered amongst 
the debris, while all around lay moan- 
ing, Chinese soldiers who had been 
abandoned in the general retreat.

Although by mid-day all the gates 
of the former British and other Con- 
eessions had been closed and the bar- 
rieades manned by bluejackets, every 
now and again they were opened to 
Tet in a bateh of refugees. All armed 
roldiers, however, were refused ad- 
mission, 4 

Each time the wiles were agatr 
closed there were scenes of complete 
panie, as the refugees, having left it 
to the last_ moment to seck safety, 
fenred that they would be shut out, 

Inside the gates, British bluejackots 
co-operated with the Chinese police 
to_keep order. 

In their smart uniforms and steel 
helmets, thelr batons swinging non- 
chalantly, they controsted strangely 
with the pathetic, bedrageted ap 
pearance of the refugees bunched on 
the sidewalk 

Streets Crowded 

By evening it was impossible to 
walle on the streets inside the former 
British Concession, 60 full were they 
‘with miserable and destitute human: 
all of whom wondered where an 
when they would have thelr next 
meal. 

Four families found refuee on the 
doorstep of Reuter’s oflce. but 
thousands of others, less fortunate,

To Suppress Guerilla 
Activities 


Peiping, Oct. 30. 
In order to try to uproot the 
Chinese guerilins in Shansi_ the 


panese authorities there have start- 
fed an economic blockade, according 
to Chinese reports reaching here. 

In a statement issued recently, the 
fnead ‘of the Japanese special mission 
‘at Taiyuan stipulates that all com- 
moditles to be transported out of 
Japanese occupied areas must rst 
obtain certificates from the village 
or town heads. It is reported that 
anyone found selling goods | to. 
guerillas are liable to punishment. 

Goods such as electric equipment, 
printing machines or tonle are strictly 
forbidden to be transported out of 
‘Japanese occupled arens, Merchants 
fare allowed only limited stocks in 
thelr shops, it 1s added, 

In ‘Tangshan, on the Peiping» 
‘Mukden Railway, a set of regulations 
‘on similar lines ‘was issued recently, 
brohibiting the local merehants there 
from selling to strangers things that 
suetitlas may need, because a num- 
ber of guerillas are reported to be

‘Train Bombed 

Tt was rather confusing after that, 
Planes came and went at a height of 
‘about 4,000 feet and we could hear 
them dropping bombs in the distance. 
‘They then broke formation and deli- 
‘berately began reconnoitring in groups 
of two or three at a much lower 
evel. ‘The train’ meanwhile had 
drawn out of the station ond hed 
stopped about a quarter of a mile 
away. 

We became aware of a new arrival 
‘among us. A pathetic dwarf-like 
litle ‘gure carrying a basket. We 
made room for him and he squeezed 
in beside us with labouring breath 
Jand shaking limbs. We tried to calm 
him, but he could only gasp pitifully 
in, reply. 

‘The roar and crash of falling bombs 
now drew nearer. Mrs, Ramsay cried 
“They are bombing our train.” In- 
credulous, we peered out and saw the 
bombs falling in a straight line ahead 
‘of us, clouds of dust and clods of earth 
rising around the train, The planes 
flew: down the track towards the 
station, machine-gunning as thoy 
‘came, "The staceato bark of the guns 
swept overhead at about 300 feet and 
then we realised they were trying to 
fet someone from the train. But the 
drone of the engines faded at last atid 
wwe breathed again. 


Purther Ralds 
It was a short-lived relief. ‘Three 
‘more planes descended towards us 
from the north, heading straight for 
‘our sanctuary.’ I could see thelr 
propeliors spinning distinctly as they 
‘came low over our ditch, sithouetted 
inst the green hills in the back~ 
Ground, We crouched closer together. 
Passing overhead with a deafening 
roar we could hear the continuous 
sputtering of machine-gun 
around us. I shut my cyes and 
prayed they had no bombs left, but 
reflected afterwards that they could 
not have dropped them without as 
reat danger to themselves as to us. 

We sat, in’ silence and gradually 
realized that the raiders were retir- 
ng. ‘The local pom-poms had been 
silent, yet at the low altitude of 300 
feet they could hardly have missed 
such perfect targets. We walled a 
ong half-an-hour and then erept out 
of our sanctuary. ‘The little dwarf 
‘was as terrified as ever. He kowtow- 
ed to us, gripping the money we had 
given him, and ran towards  the| 
village, his’ shabby straw hat Mutter- 
ing his farewell. 

Rather shakily we walked along 
‘the road towards the hamlet. One 
of the French soldiers came up look- 
ing worried and pale asking it 
had seen any of his “camarades.’ 
Hardly had we replied when a red- 
bobbed cap Popped up from a near 
hiding place and hurried to meet 
him, My amah who had been hiding 
with some Chinese found a smi 
rivate house, where the owner gave 
us some really refreshing tea. 


Bombs Miss Train 

Mr. Davies and his friend then set 
off to see what had happened to the 
train, ‘They came back to say that 
the bombs had missed the engine and 
dropped on either side of the track, 
One had completely demolished an 
adjacent house, killing on old man 
‘and two girls.’

A lovely summery 
‘morning saw us on the ferry at 630 
‘and soon afterwards we were back 
in Hankow after a nerve-racking 30

‘So we set off again at 4 pm. on 
[Tuesday afternoon, after being de- 
ayed in Hankow ‘an hour over an| 
air-raid alarm, and had a dificult 
time getting ‘across in the over.| 
lcrowded ferry. ‘The train set off 
briskly at 645 pm. and we spent a 
restless night on board. 


Another Alarm 


At 8 am, the next morning (Wed- 
nesday) we were no further on than 
Jwe had been the day before when 
we were but 50 miles from Hankow, 
The old weary business began again. 
‘An air raid alarm went and as 1 
hurriedly serambled down the steep 
bank again—they always seemed to 
be steep—T thought what an idiot 1 
was to come when I might have been 
lon the comfortable Kutwo peacefully | 
going up-river to Changsha. 

‘We hurriedly made for a hill 
about 800 yards away and sat among| 
the trees near a farmhouse full of 
soldiers. Some unfortunate place ws 
being bombed in the far distance 
towards the west. Two solitary planes 
went by but they kept weil awa 
We could distinctly hear the guns 
from the front, a faraway “mutter 
mutter” repeated every few minutes| 
‘throughout the long morning. 

T had spied an attractive group of 
big rice-hay ricks and a straw hut 
Jor two attached, so we went towards 
them at about 11 am. and found 
them still more attractive at close 
lquorters. We lay around in the shade 
‘on a lovely morning with a delightful 
breeze. ‘The huts were occupied by| 
some soldiers who kindly brought us| 
muddy tea which we drank out of! 
very dirty cups. About 1 pm. we 
began to get hungry. so Mr. Davies| 
went back to the irain to see if he 
could get any news. As he did not 
return for some time we decided 
to follow him back to find’ food. 


Desperate Situation 

We reached the track and began| 
to walk along the rails towards the| 
cutting where the train lay hidden, 
Mrs, Ramsay well in front and Mr,| 
R. Rees and amah bringing up the| 
rear. Suddenly I thought T heard a!

Correspondents See 
North China 


Peiping, Oct. 13. 

‘The most important recent deve~ 
lopment in North China, and there| 
have been few, is the ‘capture by 
Japanese troops. of Wutaishan, head- 
‘quarters of the ath Route Army since 
the beginning of hostilities and be- 
Heved by the Chinese to be just 
‘about impregnable. The mountain 
rises up 9,000 feet and access to it 
is aimeult. 

It was there the former communist 
army had its headquarters with radio 
communication with Hankow and its 
tunits operating in Hopel, Chahar and 
Suiyuan as well as other parts of 
Shans, There it had its head post 
office and printed its own stamps. 
But it finally fell to Japanese attack 
from three sides simultaneously and 
surprisingly easily. No mechanical 
equipment can be used on the moun- 
talnside and the Japanese appear to 
have refrained from using aircraft 
fon this historle place Whether this 
was because they did not wish to 
damage the historic buildings or 
whether bombing such a high moun- 
tain was diMeult we do not know. 
‘Anyhow infantry and cavalry appear 
‘alone to have accomplished the job. 

However Japanese records of 
casualties inflicted on the sth Route 
‘Army there indicate that little Aght- 
ing was done and the main body of 
the communist army moved north- 
ward into other hills. 


Correspondents’ Aerial Trip 

Today the Japanese army released 
a Douglas passenger plane to fy a 
dozen foreign correspondents over 
the historle mountain to demonstrate 
that they de hold it. The plane on 
the jyurney there carefully kept to 
the Kinhan railway to avoid potshots 
from guerilla-held territory, landed 
at Shihchiachwang and after refuel- 
ling followed the Chengtai railway 
over the Niangtzekuan pass to Tai- 
yuanfu. 

‘Talyuantu is still a depressing 
sight. ‘The Japanese army claims 
that when it was oceupied on Novem- 
ber 7 last year it contained only 700 
people and that now it has a popula- 
tion of a hundred thousand. It may 
be so but during three hours spent 
in the town T saw no one above the 
colle and small shopkeeper class and 
not so many of the latter either. 


‘Talyuantu Conditions 

Before hostilities Talyuanfu had a 
population of Japanese that could be 
counted on two hands. Today there 
‘are 3,000 of them there in addition 
to the army. What they all do is a 
mystery. ‘There are a number of 
Japanese shops of course, presum- 
‘ably patronized by the Japanese 
army. There is a cigarette factory 
which is turning out 2,000,000 cigar- 
ties a day for the “army-and the 
army being well supplied some of 
these are now being sold to the 
Chinese population. A cotton mill 
has been established but it suffers 
from a shortage of cotton, which is 
understandable, Most of the cotton 
growing territory is in guerilla ter- 
ritory either side of the railways and 
guerillas are not selling cotton to 
‘Tapanese mills. 

‘From Talyuanfu the plane took the 
party up over the north Shansi 
‘mountains to Wutaishan and circled 
id it for some time.

In regard to exports from

exporters are getting round the re- 
gulations which are clilefly aimed at 
obtaining forelgn currency, by ne- 
kollating their export dociments at 
‘Shanghai at current rates and obtain- 
Ing permits to ship in Tsingtao from 
the local authorities, 
Other exporters "are 


unable to 


obtain these permits 10 ship unless 
they 


negotiate their “documents 
through the Yokohama Specie Bank 
at the official rates of 14 for sterling 
‘and 29 for USS. 

‘As a. result of these strangling 
restrictions, non-Japanese ‘exporters 
are foreed to remain inactive, while 
Japanese shippers are selling’ freely 
to Burope and America, specially. to 
the latier country and it Is reported 
that they “have “made sales for 
November/December/January ~ ship- 

‘Japanese merchants are selling on 
the basis of shipment trom any North 
Shina port or “Shanghai, at their 
Yption, and in the ease of oll, Dairen 
rms ‘are shipping their soya bean: 
© Tientsin to be erushed there fo1 
shipment from that port, thus getting 
the benefit of current exchange rates 
there. 

Financing Denied 

Tsingtao merchants are not even 
granted the normal financing. faclli- 
ties, documents being sent to destina- 
tion for collection, tho bank refusing 
to purchase the documents for cash 
or credit, nor will they. grant an 
overdratt. In other words, all. non- 
Japanese exporters are forced to 
Femain idle, with Japanese merchants 
monopolizing the business, 

It is understood that these same 
regulations will in the near future 
be-extended to all North China ports 
—Tientsin, Chefoo, Weihaiwel "and 
Shanghai’ will be considered a 
foreign port, which means that 
import and export duty. wilt) be 
levied on all_goods going in or com= 
ing out of Shanghal 

‘These export restrictions have been 
in’ foree here since Suly, 1937, and 
no amelioration or settlement ‘isin 
sight, 

Eggs and egg products whieh, be- 
sides groundnuts and groundnut oll, 
also form important items of export 
from here and which have hitherto 
not been affected, will also, most 
probably, come under those regula 
tions soon, 

An Inoperative Sop 


‘As an impossible and inoperative 
sop to the many protests and com- 
plaints of foreign exporters (Chinese 
ot daring to raise thelr voices), the 
local naval and military authorities 
from whose offices. these restrictions 
have emanated, a few ‘days ago 
‘agreed to permit merchants to “ship 
fand_also negotiate thelr documents 
at Shanghai at current rates, but 
their’ remittances to. Tsingtao from 
Shanghai for these same. shipments 
hhad to come through the Yokohama 
Specie Bank, whose charge for this 
transfer or ‘remittance 1s approxi= 
mately. 40 per cent, 

In other words, after selling thelr 
export documents’ in Shanghai-at the 
current rate of say 8d, or U.SSI6 
‘ond realizing say a sum of Ch.$i0,000 
sthis sum on being transferred. to 
Tsingtao through the ¥. 8, B. would 
only net the exporter Federal .Cur- 
reney $0000, This of course is a8 
prohibitive as the original restriction. 


Permit Refused 


It is reported that one large foreign 
shipper, with branch ofice at Shand- 
hal decided to give this latter alter. 
native a test and after being assured 
by the Japanese Consulate. that the 
shipment would be quite in order, 
was surprised on applying for permit 
to ship from the naval authorities, to 
bbe flatly refused. 











Protection Corps for 
North China Railways

Southern Shantung Today 


Train Service Between Tsingtao and Tsinan 
And Hsuchowfu ; Military Permits Necessary 


Frost Our Own Conssronoent 


Tsingtao, Oct, 18. 
Describing avery recent journey’ 
to Yihsien in South Shantung, which 
ig distant about 500 miles by rail 
from Tsingtao, the Rev. H. G. Romig, 
chairman and’ exceutive of the Pres~ 
bdyterian Mission in Shantung impart 
ed some quite interesting information 
fnd this together with news gleaned 
from other sources, is given below, 
Leaving at Tsingiao at 830 am. the 
train arrived at ‘Tsinanfu about 12 
hours Jater which is not much longer 
than the time taken in normal times. 
A permit to travel on the train is 
hocessary and is obtainable from the 
Japanese Consulate here, counter- 
Signed by the Japanese Military 
‘authorities, It is interesting to note! 
that as, regards these permits or 
‘passes" the authorities in ‘Tsingtao| 
re a great deal more obliging than. 
those in Shanghai, where permit ap- 
near to be very difeult to obtain, 


Misstonaries Return 


Since September 1 all Missionaries| 
and other foreigners who had been 
away from theht stations and miz- 
sions in the interior have been per~ 
mitied to return Inland. No night} 
{ruins are being operated and every 
ruin has_a detachment of Japanese 
guards. Every station and bridge is 
now well guarded with sandbag re-

Service Go

Country Folk Harassed 


Various foreigners travelling in the 
interior have sald that all. through 
Shanlung, many of the one time 
guerillas are turning into bandits and |

working country-folk who are getting 
tired of the unsettled conditions and 
have even expressed their preference 
for Japanese law and order. At 
Ponglal in North East Shantung and| 
fone or two other districts, communis 
tle influences, evolved as’ one direful 
result of tho Japanese invasion. of 
this province, are at work.

Will China Declare 
War on Japan? 


‘Tokyo, Oct. 27. 
Much attention hos been aroused 
here by reports, of American origin, 
suggesting the possibility of General 
‘Chiang Kai-shek making a formal de- 
claration of war against Japan. 

‘The “Asahi” argues that such a 
step would be fess harmful to Japan 
than fo General Chiang Kai-shek,

‘The paper states that it is possible 
that the Generalissimo may ‘declare 
war “from a skinedeep standpoint,” 
his regime having lost Canton, and 
had its supply of arms cut off.

If Great Bri- 
tain refuses to make this pledge, 
Japan should turn down every move 
the British may make and refuse to 
deal with Great Britain altogether. 

“Great Britain is probably Joth to 
give up her interests in China and 
will probably invite France, the 
United States and other Powers to| 
threaten Japan.

"The Japanese Government | 
again emphasizes its  determination| 
not to enter into negotiations with 
the Central Government of China 
junder General Chiang Kal-shek and 
insists that military operations will 
continue until every vestige of mili.

Japan to March On 


Tokyo, Oct. 26. 

“If necessary, we will march to the 
remotest sections of China," declared 
Lieutenant-General Seishiro Itagaki, 
Minister for War, today, in an exclu- 
sive statement to’ Reuter on the occa 
sion of the partial occupation of| 
Hankow. The full statement fol- 
lows:— 

“Our army has at last charged into 
the city of Hankow. Very soon we| 
will be in full occupation.” What the 
fall of Hankow signifies will be best 
Known to General Chiang Kai-shek 
himself. After this, coupled with the 
fall of Canton, he will be little more 
than a local chieftain, 

“But for the Japanese, this is a mere 
‘milestone on the way’ to the finale 
[of the complete eradication of all in- 
fluences embracing Communism, and 
resisting Japan's just and right ‘aims. 

“We will not relax our efforts until 
we have succeeded in building a new 
China, laying the foundation for per- 
manent peace in the Far East. Only 
then, but not until then, will we stop. 
If necessary, we will ‘march to the 
remotest sections of China.”—Reuter,

‘A’ minute-long blast of sirens, 


which was sounded throughout Japan 
at 531, proclaimed to the Japanese 
peopie that the Japanese occupation 
of Hankow, Hanyang and Wuchang 
had been completed. ‘The blast was 


the signal for frantic shouts 
“banzai” and prolonged hand-cla 
ping. 

Through the press, the Japanese 
people had been told earlier in the 
day that Japanese troops now oc- 
cupied an area in China, which was 
twice the size of the Japanese 
Empire.—Reuter. 


Wild with Joy 
Tokyo, Oct. 2 

‘Tokyo went wild with joy today 
when the oMicially-sanetioned week-

‘An air of undeniable optimism 
prevailed, for despite offcial pro- 
nouncements describing the fall of 
Hankow as marking only a new 
Phase in the Sino-Japanese Hostli- 
Hes the general public appear con- 
fident that large-scale warfare has 
already ended and peace, though it, 
may be delayed, is in sight. 

‘The crowds demonstrating at the 
Plaza in front of the Palace burst 
into frenzied cheers this morning. 
when the Empress appeared at 
Nijubashi, or the double bridge 
linking: the Plaza with the Palace. 

But enthusiasm reached a point of 
delirium when the Emperor, mounted 
on favourite charger “White 
Snow," on which he had been taking 
hhis daily exercise, appeared on the 
bridge at 3.05. 

Only a few times in the whole 
history of Japan has a monarch ap- 
peared in public for the express pur- 
[pose of acknowledging the greetings 
of his subjects, and today marked 
the Airst such ' appearance of the 
present ruler~Reuter.

To Reopen 


Tokyo, Oct. 20. 
‘The Japanese Consulate-General at 
‘Canton, which has been entrusted to 
{the care of the French Consul-General 
of that city and guarded by. two| 
French policemen since the beginning, 
of the hostilities, will be formally. 
reopened on November 3, the birthday 
anniversary of | the Emperor 
/Melji, according to arrangements just 
completed by the Foreign Office. 

Mr. Katsuo Okazaki will be the first 
Japanese Consul-General in the Jap* 
fanese-controlied city of Canton.

Great Trade Gains 


‘Tokyo Journal Reviews Mineral Resources Now| 
At Country’s Disposal ; Oil, Coal, and Iron

JAPAN, hitherto a “have nov” country, will become one of the 


greatest “have” nations in the 


world as a result of the economic 


bloc to be established among Japan, Manchoukuo and China follow- 
ing the capture of Hankow and Canton, according to the “Tokyo 


Nichi-Nichi Shimbun.” 


Manchoukuo, noted for her staple products, is rapidly gaining | 
importance in mineral production with the discovery and steady 
working of new iron and coal deposits as a sequel to the con- 


struction of a network of railways throughout the country, the 


paper stated. 

Tt is estimated that the demand for 
Iron ores by Japan in the next five 
yeats will total 23,000,000 tons. ‘This, 
the journal pointed out, will be more 
than met by the 400,000,000 tons. of 
iron deposits and more than 1,000,- 
000,000 “tons of iron deposits dis 
covered in Korea and Manchoukuo 
respectively, as well as the annual 
production ‘of 3,000,000 tons of iron 
‘ores in North China and 5,000,000 tons. 
in the Tayeh and other iron mines 
‘long the Yangtze Valley. 

‘As regards coal deposits, it Is est 
mated that there are 8,000,000,000 tons 
of deposits in’ Japan Proper, 
18,000,000,000 tons in Manchoukuo 
‘and 270,000,000,000 tons in China. The 
deposits in'China include 127,000,000,- 
000 in Shanst provinee, ‘whereas 
Japan's needs in the next three years 
will total 80,000,000 tons only, the 
Paper went on, 


Industrial Salt Supplies 


Japan, the “Nichi-Nichi* asserted, 
has been hitherto buying about 
{800,000 tons of industrial salt annual- 
ly from the Mediterranean countries. 
From now on her annual demand for 
Industrial salt aggregating 2,500,000 
tons can be easily met by imports 
from North China, prineipally Shai 
tung province. 


‘The journal {s also optimistic re- 
garding Japan's oll needs. "Pointing. 
‘out that 'a plan is being worked out 
to produce annually 8,000,000 tons of 
synthetic oll in addition to. the 
natural oil produced in Japan Proper 
‘and Formosa, the journal stated that 
promising oli elds were discovered 
recently in Kinchow province of 
‘Manchoukuo and prospecting for oll 
Is progressing smoothly In Chalainor 
in North Manchoukuo. 


‘The paper further pointed out that 
experts of the Standard Oil Company 
made an estimate recently that the 
oll fields in Shensi province of North 
China alone contain deposits sufficient 
to meet demands for the noxt three 
cconturies, 


Japan bought last year 13,700,000 
pleuls of raw cotton, but China has 
‘been producing 15,000,000 piculs a 
year and this gure can be easily 
‘doubled, the paper stated. 


‘The wool production of Manchou- 
kuo and North ‘China ‘also ean bi 
easily Increased to meet Japan's 
nnéeds while gold, silver, lead, zine, 
tungsten, antimony, manganese “and 
‘other useful minerals ean be produced 
in China in quantities more than is

the Czechoslovak state without much 
‘opposition: two days later, the Slovak 
‘National Council pronounced Slovakia 
a being in favour of Ceechoslovak

October 28 is “the symbol of the 
‘National liberation from the centuries

actual transformation was carried out 
early in the subsequent days by an 
‘agreement between the Government, 
‘of the Czechoslovak state in Paris 
and the National Committee, which 
‘took over all the commitments of the: 
former.” Czechoslovak troops which 
hhad been Aghting in brigades on the 
sides of the allies returned to Sind. 
their country an independent state’ 
‘once more. 

Following the recent European | 
crisis, the names of two men appear| 
prominently in the government of 
the country—General Jan Sirovy, 
Premier of the Republic, and Dr. F. 
Chvalkovsky, Foreign Minister. 

General Sirovy is one of the out- 
standing Agures of the Czechoslovak 
Army. Born in Tele, Moravia, in 1888, 
he studied at the Brno (Brun) 
‘Technic High School and_ visited 
Russia just before the outbreak of the 
World War. When war broke out, he| 
entered the Russian Army, participat-| 
ing in the organization of the Czecho-| 
slovak Volunteer Corps. After a heroic 
battle, in which he commanded a 
‘small ‘unit, he was made an offleer. 


‘Superior Tatent 
At the historical battle of Zborov, 
in which he commanded a battalion| 
in the Czechoslovak Independent 
Brigade, he was wounded and lost his 
right eye. He revealed superior 
talent for military organization as the 
war proceeded and won higher and 
higher positions in the Czechoslovak 
‘Army in Russia until he was Gnally 
‘appointed Commanding General. 

On his return to Czechoslovakia, 
General Sirovy distinguished himself 
further as an organizer, and was ap-| 
pointed Assistant Chief of the Gen- 





eral Staff in 1924 and Chief of the 
General Staff of the Army in. 1926. 
At the end of that year, he first be- 
came a member of his country's gov- 
ernment by becoming Minister "for 
National Defence. He was later ap- 
pointed Inspector-General of the 
Army and retained this post until his 
appointment as Premier. 

‘One of the outstanding men of| 
Czechoslovakia, if not of the world, 
General Sirovy enjoys a wide popular- 
ity not only with the army but among 
ail classes of the Czechoslovak people, 
‘When the parliamentary government, 
Fesigned, it was the will of the people 
that he be chosen as Head of the Gov- 
‘ernment, for as. “non-political person” 
he personifies the unity of the Czecho- 
slovak people. He enjoys the conf 
dence of the masses and of all politi- 
‘eal parties. 


‘The Foreign Minister 

Dr. Fr. Chvalkovsky, one of Czecho-| 
slovakia's oldest diplomats, was born 
fon June 30, 1895 at Jilové, near 
Prague. He’ studied law at Prague 
‘and became barrister-at-law at the 
Charles University in 1908. For the 
next two years he studied at the High, 
School of Commerce in London and, 
later ‘he practised as a barrister-at- 










§|1aw in Prague, Krakow and Bolzano,

At the time, continued Mr. Scott, 
there was a tremendous tide running

Scott, who 
related how the lifeboat was smashed 
vefore it had barely touched the 
waters. All attempts at rescue then 
were abandoned and the tender put 
off with all’ speed for Taku Bar for 
another lifeboat, 

‘Meanwhile on the bar the marooned 
parly were knee-deep in water and 
suffering terribly from exposure, the 
howling wind and fleree waves 
making their position extremely dan- 
gerous. A realization of their peril 
came when one of the men—a 
Chineso—collapsed, while several of 
the others were on the point of ex- 
hhaustion, It wae then decided to reach 
the smail beacon and to shelter in- 
side there until the storm blew over 
or until rescue came.

Chinese Found Dead 
In the Bubbling Well 


Shanghai, Oct. 25. 

A Chinese was’ discovered 
dead in puzzling circumstances

Two Arrested in Act 
Of Making Money 


Shanghai, Oct. 30. 

‘Two Chinese in the act of manu- 
facturing counterfeit money were 
arrested by the French Police yes- 
terday afternoon and the investiga~ 
tion opened into the case is expected 
to lead to even better results in the 
very near future. The two culprits 
and a third suspect are being held 
for questioning. 

Following the arrest of a Chinese 
found in Possession of a dozen or 
so counterfeit Farmer's Bank of 
China notes, detectives of the French 
Police carried out a rald on a room 
on the frst Woor of 38 Rue Massenet. 
‘They succeeded beyond all expecta- 
tions, for as they broke into the 
room they found the two Chinese 
busily turning out false bank notes 
with the aid of a very make-shift 
printing press made of wood. 

‘A search of the room brought to 
light about $20,000 in counterfeit 
‘money on the Farmer's Bank of 
‘China in the shape of 50-cent notes. 
Several clues are being followed up. 
by the French Police. 








Terrorists Kill Man 
In Second Attack 


Shanghai, Oct. 28. 
For the second time in less than 
two months, terrorists struck at the 
Chinese Import and export hong in 


Canton Road, early yesterday after: 
noon. ‘The establishment had been 
bombed on August 29, during the 
noon hour. Yesterday, a few minutes 
after 1 pam, three unidentified Chi- 
nese entered the hong, where one of 
them threw a hand-grenade and 
another fired three pistol shots. ‘The 
‘gunfire seriously wounded a Chinese 
not connected with the establishment, 
‘and this man died later in the Lester 
Hospital. No-one else was injured. 
‘The terrorists escaped. 

‘The motive for yesterday's attack 

had not been definitely ascertained 
by the police up to a late hour, al- 
though it was suspected that alleged 
dealing in Japanese goods had a 
bearing on the case. Detectives trom 
the Central Police Station inter 
rogated several witnesses during the| 
‘afternoon and evening. 
‘On August 29, two assistants were 
slightly injured when an unidentified 
Chinese threw two bombs of the Mills 
type into different rooms at the hong. 
‘The manager of establishment told 
the police at the time that he had 
recelved threatening letters regard- 
ing dealing in Japanese-manufactured 
goods. The damage from the bomb, 
‘explosions was slight. 

In the August atiack, also, one of] 
the two intruders carried a. pistol 
with which he threatened the oceup- 
ants of the ‘house. No shots were 
fired at that time, however. 








Two Killed 


Shanghal, Oct. 30, 

‘An avalanche of 200 tons of coal 
was loosed yesterday, Before day 
light, when ‘a bomboo fence gave 
way at a Chinese coal-yard at Afoft 
‘and “Halpbong ‘Roads. "The coal 
‘rushed to death a Chinese woman 
‘and a Chinese boy, and injured two! 
Chinese men, allot whom were 
‘sleep outside the fence when the 
‘ecident occurred. 

‘The fence collapsed a few. minutes! 
before 4am, the coal pouring over 
‘the bamboo debris witha dull roar. 
Tes believed the woman and boy 
‘were killed almost ‘instantly, thelr 
bones ‘being ‘broken ‘by the’ weight 
of the silde.

Medal for Bravery Awarded 
D.CM, for Sergeant M. Edgar 


‘The Municipal Council has 
approved a recommendation of the 
Commissioner of Police that the Dis- 
tinguished Conduet Medal, Class 11, 
be awarded to Sergeant H. Edgar for 
gallant conduct in connection with a 
shooting affray on July 22, 1938. 
At about 9.15 a.m. on July 22, 193 
FS. 327 Edgar was patrolling Sout 
slong Jesstield Road on his horse and 
when ‘a few yards North of Avenue 
Road heard ‘a woman scream and 
almost simultaneously two pistol shots 
ring out. On looking around FS. 
‘Edgar saw a male Chinese collapse on 
the pavement on the West side of 
Jessfleld about 40 to 50 yards North 
fof Avenue Road; at the same time 
he observed a male Chinese, dressed 
in a blue long gown, put something 
Inside his long gown and start to run 
North along Jessfield Road towards 
Tifeng Road. F.S. Edgar immediately, 
turned his horse around and_gave 
chase, the man turning into ‘Tifeng 
Road. As FS. Edgar turned the 
corner in pursuit the man took out 
‘ gun and’ started to fre at him and | 
continued to do so whilst running along 
Tifeng Road, to which FS. Edgar 
replied with five shots. When a few 
yards away from Yu Yuen Road 
corner FS. Edgar shouted out to 
CPC, 2339 on trae duty. calling 
is aitention to the escaping man. 
[Observing this, the gunman took up

Health Report for September 


‘The Commissioner of Public Health 
report 

From the health standpoint, the 
month was a quiet one showing im- 
Jprovement on the previous months. 

Cholera continued to drop rapidly 
during this period and towards the| 
lend of the month had assumed com- 
paratively” unimportant proportions. 
It fs of interest to note that the re- 
Cage camps under the supervision af 
the department showed a very low, 
incidence of cholera throughout the| 
whole epidemic though in the ease of 
Ja minority, disciplinary measures in, 
co-operation with the concerned 
/Societies, were necessary to attain the| 
‘desirable state of affairs. 

Dysentery also dropped a certain 
‘extent though less so in proportion| 
amongst the foreign population, than| 
amongst the Chinese. Tt was, however, 
still extremely prevalent but not to| 
such an extent’ as to cause grave 
anxiety. 

Cremations were continued; 4,782 
coffins being cremated during ’the| 
month, The total coffins removed in 
lone way or another from the Settle-| 
‘ment inereased to 90,908 as from tho| 
beginning of the hostilities. 


‘An increase in diphtheria was 
noted amongst the Chinese population| 
which is due to seasonal incidence, 

‘Advantage was taken of the fact that! 
the comparative absence of cholera| 
released certain disinfection vans in| 
lorder to disinfest certain refugee 
camps with the object of delousing the 
inhabitants before the typhus season 
appeared, During the month six 
‘carps were dealt with ; 3,803 refugees 
[contained therein were given a bath, 
had their clothes, ete, disintested, 
and 36 rooms were also treated. It is 
hoped in this way, by attacking the 
Problem before the’ appearance of the 
disease to modify its incidence. 

‘Smallpox appeared in a small area 
lot the Northern district and the mat-| 
ter is being investigated. The out- 
break is somewhat remarkable, as it 
is not usual for this disease to persist | 
throughout the summer and In ad-| 
dition, the cases were almost entirely 
confined to a portion of the Northern 
laren which gives rise to a suspicion| 
that the cases are imported, though| 
this matter has not yet been elucl- 
dated.

Much Crippled 


London, Oct. 29. 

With the fall of Hankow and Can- 
‘ton, large-scale operations — between 
China and Japan are probably now 
over, and Japan's task is to digest 
what she has swallowed, states the 
“Economist” in an article headed 
“Japan pays for the War. 

‘The enormous devastations wrought 
by the “scorched earth” policy, the 
ubiquity of the guerillas, and’ the 
passive resistance of the Chinese 
People, the Journal declares, will 
undoubtedly make the process of 
digestion very long and most expen- 
sive, and “It will take a long time 
before Japan's new Empire will pay 
its own way. 

‘Economic strain on Japan will con- 
tinue, it is stated. 

Since the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
began, the journal proceeds, the cost 
in the budget and supplementary 
estimates stands at ¥-7,400,000,000 and 
the outstanding total of Government 
bonds is now about the same as the 
whole ‘national income, which is A 
formidable total for a nation whose 
finance and capital structure is still 
proportionately small, 


Signs of Inflation 

‘The writer points out that the cost 
of the war is keing met largely by 
borrowing, which on the budget 
Jestimte will amount to over ¥.9,000,- 
900,000 for the two years ending 
|Mareh, 1939. 

Such rapid borrowing, the journal 
declares, has been responsible for 
manifold signs of inflation in Japan 
in recent months—for example, a 25 
per cent. inerease in the Bank of 
Japan's note circulation for the year 
fended 1938, 

Relatively, "it is stated, world 
Jwholesale prices and Japanese prices 
have risen by over 50 per cent. 
within a year. 

Dealing with Japan's foreign trade, 
the writer points out that, while 
the adverse balance for the first half 
of 1938 was less than that for 1937, 
this reduction was only achieved at 
the cost of a drastic shrinkage of all 
foreign trade 

1@ decline in Japanese exports, 
the “Economist” declares, can be 
partly ascribed to the recession of 
world trade, but the concentration 
of industry on the China hostilities 
‘and, recently, the diffculty of pro- 
curing raw’ materials have also 
played a big part. 


No Reliet for Workers 

After referring to the rapidly dwindl- 
ing gold reserves of Japan, the writer 
concludes with the statement that it, 
fs becoming urgent for Japan to 
terminate the financial and economic 
érain of the war. 

“But this," he declares, “may prove 
far more dificult for the Japanese 
JArmy than the capture of Shanghai, 
Hankow and Canton, and if the 
Jeconomie strain continues, with no 
relief in the standard of living for 
the Japanese worker, without the 
comforting glory of conquests, but 
merely with the hard work of| 
‘pacification,’ even the patient Japan: 
jese worker may begin to object.”

‘Si—On October 15 I wrote to the 
Directeur General des Services Mun!- 
cipaux, 375 Avenue Joffre, re an in- 
cident’ which had occurred the pre- 
pious day and asked him whether the 
drivers of the French” Municipal 
Council Ambulances were authorized 
fo collect a payment of $3, ere they 
would remove an emergency case 
found lying in the streets. Since 
there has beer no reply to my letter, 
1 feel constrained to make the matter: 
public. 


‘The incident was as follows : About 
Foon on October 14, an old Russian 
gentleman was writhing in agony on 
the pavement slant across from the 
Cathay Theatre on Avenue Joffre. A 
bystander informed me that an am- 
bulance had already been telephoned, 
for. After about ten minutes, a 
french Municipal Council Ambulance 
‘appeared, but drove on a block oF 
20, although it was beyond my com- 
prehension how the driver or his 
‘essistant could fail to see the crowd. 
‘On his return the former demanded, 
3. Since no one came forward and, 
the old gentieman was mosning pi- 
teously, I took charge. The driver 
end his assistant unceremoniously 
picked up the sick man and strapped 
him down on the stretcher in’ the 
ambulance. ‘The driver very rudely 
ordered me to get in. Naturally. 1 
did. If only a trained nurse or some 
corapetent person had accompanied 
the ambulonce, some help could have 
been rendered the patient, who strug- 
gled hard to sit up. All I could do 
‘was to have him unstrapped and sup- 
port him alone—not on easy task for 
@ woman of a hundred odd pounds. 
At the Russian Orthodox Confrater- 
nity it was ascertained that the old 
gentleman was suffering from a heart 
‘allack. He is an inmate of the Rus- 
slan Men's Shelter. The driver wait- 
ed for me at the hospital and de- 
manded that I should pay the am- 
Dulance fee. As it seemed incredible 
to me that he had any authority to 
do this, we went to the French Police 
Station, corner Avenue Joffre and 
Rue Pottier. On hecring my story, 
the inspector told me I could leave, 
but detained the driver, when the 
latter started after me. 

It would be of interest to know 
whether the driver of that French 
Municipal Council, Ambulance had 
‘been ‘instructed to demand in advance 
the fee for Its use.

New Water Rate : 
Question of Meter Reading 


To the Editor of the 
“Nowru-Cunwa Dany News” 
‘Si—In their circular letter to con- 
sumers dated October 1, 1038, the 

Shanghai Waterworks give notice 

the 20 per cent, rebate will cease to 
be effective as from October 9, 1938, 
and that accounts in respect of meters 
read on and after that date will be 
charged on the new basis, 

It seems to me there is something 
wrong with the position assumed by 
the Waterworks, The new price basis 
sanctioned by the S. M,C. clearly 
‘applies only to water — services 
rendered to the consumer after 
October 9, 1938. It has nothing to do 
with the date of the meter reading. 

Take, for instance, the case of a 
factory with which I am well 
acquainted. In previous months the 
Waterworks usually did the meter 
reading on the 8th of each month, 
In September the meter was read on 
the 10th day; and in October it was 
done on the’ lith day. ‘The Water- 
works then charge the account for the 
Ostober reading on the new price 
basis without the 20 per cent. rebate. 
Had the meter reading been done as 
‘usual on October 8, the account would 
have to be charged on the old basis 
with the 20 per cent, rebate. 

The date of meter reading is under 
the arbitrary command of the Water- 
works, Not this date, but the time 
elther before or after October 9 for 
the actual water service must 
determine whether the old or the new 
water rate should be charged. In the 
case of the factory mentioned above, 
the October reading actually covers 
water services from September 10 to 
‘October 10 of which 29 days should be 
charged on the old price basis and 
only 2 days on the new price basis, 
The bill in question being about 
$800.00, the overcharge amounts to 
‘about $150.00. 

‘Supposing there are 3,000 such water 
bills in Shanghai, the overcharge made 
by the Waterworks will amount 0 
almost half a million dollars. ‘Te 
gain for the Waterworks 1s the loss 
for the public, who can ill afford this 
oss during these very dificult times. 

T theretore request the Waterworks 
kindly to reconsider this matter and 
to refund the overcharge, if any, to 
all consumers,

American Demands on Japan 


Washington Note Details Grounds for Objection 
To Discrimination Against U.S. Nationals 


HE United States Government 


Washington, Oct. 27. 
today was still awaiting a reply 


to the State Department's protest {o Japan on October 6 
ageinst Japun's closing of the “Open Door” in China at the expense 


‘of American business interests. 


Government circles said here 


today that the strong tone of the American Note to Japan was 
prompted by increasing pressure on the State Department by 
American businessmen in the Far East. 

‘The State Department revealed yesterday that Mr. Joseph 
Grew, American Ambassador to Japan, had handed the Japanese 
Premier, Prince Fumimaro Konoye, who is now ‘also Foreign 
Minister, the strong protest on October 6. The Japanese Govern- 
ment thus far has sent no reply, although the Note demanded 
immediate assurances and action designed to protect American 
interests in China, The State Department's Note, pointing out 


Japan’s monopolistic practices in Manchuria, sai 





‘that a similar 





policy was evident in Japanese occupied areas of China despite 
frequent Japanese assurances to the contrary. The Note also 
protested against continued interference with American mails and 
telegrams by Japanese censors in China. 


Your Excellency cannot fail. to! 
recognize the existence of a great 
‘and growing disparity between treat 
ment accorded American nationals and 
thelr trade enterprise by Japanese 
‘authorities. in China and Japan and 
the treatment accorded Japanese 
nationals and their trade enterprise 
by the Government of the United 
States in areas within its jurisdiction,” 
the Note said. 

‘The Note asked Japan “to imple. 
ment assurances already given with 
regard to the maintenance of the 
“Open Door’ and non-interference with 
American rights" by undertaking 
prompt and effective measures. to 
Femedy present discriminatory action 
‘against American interests in China. 


Full Text of Not 


‘The text of the Note said: 

“The Government of the United 
States has had frequent occasion to 
make representations to Your Ex- 
cellency's Government in regard to 
action taken and policies carried out 
in China under Japanese authority to 
which the Government of the United 
States takes exception as being In its 
epinion in contravention of the prin- 
ciple and the condition of equality of 











‘opportunity or the ‘open door” in 
China. In response to these re~ 
presentations and in other connections. 





both public and private the Japanese 
Government has given categoricnl 
assurances that equality of oppor. 
tity or the open door in China will 
be maintained. ‘The Government of 
the United States is constrained to 
observe, however, that notwithstand- 
ing the assurances of the Japanese 
Government in this regard violations 
by Japanese agencies of American 
righis and interests have persisted, 
“A having by way of iMlustration 
1 bearing upon the situation to which 
the Government of the United States 
desires to invite the attention of the 
Jepanese Government, it is recalled 
that at.the time of the Japanese oc 
cupation of Manchuria the Japanese 
Government gave assurances that the 
‘open door in Manchuria would be 
maintained. However, the prineipal 
economic activities in’ that area have 
been taken over by special companies 
which are controlled by Japanese 
nationals and which are established 
‘under special charters according them 
fa preferred or exclusive position. A 
large part of American’ enterprise 
whleh formerly operated in Manchuria 
hhas been forced to withdraw from 
tory as a result of the pre- 
in force there. Arrange- 
‘ments between Japan and the regime 
now funetioning in Manchuria allow 
the free movement of goods and funds 
between Manchuria and Japan while 
resteleting rigidly the movement of 
‘goods and funds between Manchuria 
‘and countries other than Japan. 


Equality of Opportunity 


“This channelling of the movement 
of goods is effected primarily by 
means of exchange control exorcised

they were beaten upon the slightest 
excuse, he alleged —Havas. 
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ceedingly nasty. Now after a fortnight’s 
roaming about the delectable cotintry the 
grievance of childhood is effaced by pictures 
0f one of the world's loveliest spots, com- 
paratively unknown and wholly unspoilt. 
Too many of our old towns and villages have 
thrown out an ugly, ragged fringe of garish 
bungalows and gimerack villas, the worst 
contribution which any age has made to 
posterity. 

In Dorsetshire even the big towns have: 
escaped this desecration, beginning and end- 
ing on clear boundaries between the high! 
rounded hills chequered with an enchanting, 
pattern of woods and flelds, and the deep 
warm valleys between, And when new 
houses have been built, they are for the 
most part well. and simply designed to 
harmonize with the landscape and their older| 
neighbours. One understands the pride with’ 
which a friend in Shanghai once said, when 
birthplaces were being discussed, “I in 
Dorset.” 

At Bridport, about a mile and a half from 
the sea, there is a hotel which may have 
begun life as a smuggler’s cottage a century 
for two ago, right on the beach, but sheltered 
from the southwest gales by banks of fine 
single, tho beginnings of that curious. high 
Chesil Bank which runs straight as a ruler 
for 20 miles to Portland. ‘There is a tiny 
harbour with a nlarrow entrance between 
two little piers from which  industrious| 
anglers angle perpetually for whiting and| 
mackerel, but nothing larger than small 
coasters ever enter, and they only when the 
sea is calm. 

It is sald that, whether from Bridport, 
Seaton or Sidmouth, you never sight a big 
steamship. ‘The tremendous depth of the bay 
between Portland Bill and Start Point ex 
plains that. But West Bay is dangerous 
water in southwest storms, and many a boat 
has come to grief on the Chesil Bank. There 
is an undertow too, when the sea is rough, 
of which swimmers must be wary. 

Chesil Bank shields the great swannery’ 
of Abbotsbury about six miles east of Brid- 
port, which is one of the wonders of the 
world, My first question of the swan master 
when we went to Abbotsbury was whether: 
the swans had been disturbed by bombing! 
practice, ‘The bombing had, one heard with 
pleasure, taken place four ‘miles away, and 
the swans care nothing for it. How or why 
they first came to Abbotsbury no one knows. 
‘There are unbroken records of them from 
the days of King Canute, over 1,000 years, 
the swans varying in number from year to. 
year, never less than 1,000 sometimes 
Many as 1,500. ‘Their ground is approached 
through a ong narrow garden, with here and 
there a swan meditating among the dahlias, 
or a father and mother swan giving a swim-| 
ming lesson to thelr children in a little 
stream, Suddenly the garden ends in a vast 
fat open space bounded by a shallow lagoon 
and the straight line of the Chesil Bank 
towering up beyond. 








‘To the right of one are the nurseries in 
which some 300 eygnets paddle and quabble| 
and hustle under the care of two old swans 
specially chosen by the swan master as' 
amahs. On the other side the plain is 
thielly dotted with great white birds as far: 
fas one can see, Under a cloudless sky and. 
blazing sun, with the keen wind blowing in 
over Chesil’ Bank and no human habitation’ 
in sight, the scene is indeseribably eerie and 
magical. At any moment Galahad —or| 
Bedivere might come riding across the mar- 
shes. Are these really swans, or the| 
nehanted prisoners of some’ wicked magic-| 
ian? 

Abbotsbury is also memorable for being| 
approached by one of the most awkward 
hills in Dorsetshire. Even local motorists, 
who charge gaily down winding precipices| 
‘at 40 mp.h, admit that one should be careful 
on Abbotsbury hill. From both sides of 
Lyme Regis, too, the descent is a ticklish’ 
affair for strangers, specially from the west. 
Half way up these hills it amuses one to see: 
how the authorities have hopefully put up| 
decontrol signs—with a slope of about one 
in five above you! But what other countries 
mark as a steep hill Dorsetshire would prob- 
ably regard as a level road, 

Lyme Regis is so exquisite that it is worth| 
any trouble to visit. More than any other 
seaside: place I know except Ventnor it has 
kept its old-world atmosphere. Jane Austen, 
who laid some of her most stirring scenes in| 
“Persuasion” (stirring for Jane Austen) at 
Lyme Regis, would find herself still thorough- 
ly at home ‘there.

Miserly Masterful Ma 


The death of an old lady at 
Birchington in Kent, ‘named Mrs, 
Ward but it may be Mrs. Greatrex) 
has brought to light one of those 
records of eccentricity which are 
stranger than any novelist would 
venture to invent.
